The woman who is prone to develop 
idiopathic hypertension, which, rendered 
into simple words, is high blood pres- 
sure without accompanying Bright's dis- 
ease or heart disease, is the large, heavy 
faced woman with a distribution of hair 
which suggests virility. 

The woman who develops Bright’s dis- 
ease is built along the same general 
lines, but on a slightly smaller model. 
She has the same features, but they are 
not quite so outspoken. So similar in ap- 
pearance are the two types that Draper 
concludes that Bright's disease and high 
blood pressure are merely different pat- 
terns of the same basic disease. 

The type of woman who is prone to 
these two groups of accidents is known 
as the pituitary. The pituitary body is 
a four quartered structure located inside 
the head, near the brain. The two front 
quarters of this body have much to do 
with bony growth. There is a disease of 
bony growth known as acromegaly. In 
this disease the bones enormously over- 
grow. but the growth is normal except 
The large, heavy faced 
people with unusual distribution of hair 
are referred to as the pituitary type.
